Alger Vins‘ Backgroung 

In May, 1933 (17 years ago) at the beginning of the Roosevelt Sésinie- 
tration, Alger Hise (eged 28) wee tall, handsome, well~dresesd, attractive, 


agregable, charming in senner, a Phi Seta “apps honor graduate of Johne 
Hopkinse University and of the Bervard Law School, former Searetary to 
Wr. Justice Oliver Vendell Holmes, professionally trained in twe fine law 
firme of Boston and Wer York, and af exceptionai inéustry and intellectual 
ability. 

Henry á. Wallace, Secretary of égriculture-——now {and probably then} 
a Fadical "Ned" supporter of Russian Communiam ~ineieted that President 
Roosevelt give an øxosllent job in the Depertwent of Agriculture to Hiss 


ss one of the young "New Deal" brain truetera with which President Roosevelt 
wae then flooding Washington. The President appointed Nias, whe rose 
rapidiy in the Desertment of ‘griculture, a ena torial Tavestipation, and 
the Department of Justice. 


Ag might have been anticipated from Yallace's backing, Hise's closett 
friends were a emall, but important, group of radical Cowmuniste and 
traitorous feliow travelers, all of whom held important positions in the 
new Hoogsevelt Administration (including an Asseietant Secretary of the 
Treasury, Harry Dester Whitet}), and who recently pleaded *self~inorimine tion* 
ae their ground for refusing to tell whether they ever knew Alger Hise, 


or are, or ever were, Uonmuniste. 
Whittaker Chambere 


25 yearw ago, Whittaker Chambers {aged 23) joined the Communist 
Perty, in the mistaken belief thet it afforded the best escane from 
another Vorld War and a reversion to barbarism -= with which the Hydrogen 
Bomb and the Soviet Union may be threatening us today. 

Within 10 years, Chambers rose to be Editor of two Communiet pspere, 
a paid functionary of the Cowmuniet Party, a leeder in ite “underground" 


organization, and ite secret “courier” between New York and Vashington. 


Hiss’ and Chambers’ Close Association [1935-1934] 


About 1934 or eariy 1935, two leadera of the Communist Party intro- 
duced Chambers to Hiss as a dieciplined fellow Communist; and shortly 
thereafter Hise entered the State Denarteent. 

Thue began three or four yesre [1934-1938] of very close personal 
and Cowmuniet intimacy between Hise and Chambers. 


Tn April, 1938, after many monthe of tortured self-reflection, Chanbere 
intellectually repudiated the dootrines of Marx, Lenin and Staelin, and 
became convinced that Communism wae a form of totalitarianien, whose

triusph peant slavery to all men under their sway, and spiritual night 
to the human mind end sowl. He ailentiy broke with Sommunien, told Piss 
about it, fled inte hiding fer more than a year (fearfol of Communtatic 
vengeance upon himself and his family}. He tried to persuade Hiss to 
break with the Communists. Hiss, in tears, refused to do so. Their 
prior cloze intimacy ended. 

Chambers became an editorial writer on TINE, and quickly rose to a 
salary of $30,000 a year. 

& year parsed, with great world orilses — Austria, Ssechoslovekia, 
Runiech, Dansig, and Polend. 


Chanbers' Confession te the Government. Auruet, 1939 


Om August 26, 1939 — 5 days before the outbreak of World War IT = 
Ritler and Stalin published to the world their “Non-Aggression Pact. 
Chambers realized it meant another dgerld “Yer. He immediately went to 
vashington, and tried te see President Fosrevelt, whose private secretary, 
{Mervin Meintyre] referred him to Adolph A. Perle, Assistant Secretery of 
State. Mr. Berle had Chambers dine with him and Mre. Berle that night 
fAuguet 29, 1939] — two days before the outbreak of World War IT. 

Ckanbere told Hr. Berle the etory of Communist undergroand espicenage* 
in the State Tepartment; confessed that for yeers he had been an ander- 
cover Communist, but had abandoned it; gave the nemes of Alger Hiss and 
others ae traitorous Communiate {inside our Government), who had supplied 
hig with confidential documents for transmission to the Soviet Government: 
sald he did not want to spend the rest of hie life with that terrible 
secret hanging around hie neck; but wanted te tell the Government his 
story, ani then to disappear from the proceedings, and do nothing further 
about it. 


Mr. Berle made full notes of the fecta which Charters gave him; 
then checked with Nr. Acheson -- not onee, but twice-— and also with 
Mr. Justice Frankfurter. They both vouched for Fies absolutely. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Berle believed Chanbers' etery, and took elaborate 
stepe in the State fenartment to counteract any Communietic betrayal of 
the Government. 

Chenbers felt he had done hia duty by hie confession and revelations 
to the highest Governsent Official he coula reach. 

Por the next nine years [1939-1949], Chambers confined himself to 
hie editorship of TIME. 


F.B.I. *o Sugpisione and Investigations of Kies [1980-19849 


On September 1, 1939, Yorléd Yar IT began, but we did not get into it 
until Peerl Harbor — December 7, 1541. 

Tn 1941, Chambers repeated to the Department of Justice his information 
about Hiss. 

Yor rengons hot yet Tully disclosed the F.B.I. had already beoone 
auepioious of “r. Fise? loyalty. and during the next coven or eight yeare 
1940-1948] investigated, and from time to time, questioned Mier intensively, 
regarding hia possible Communism and hie Communietie connections — which 
he always denied. 

In 1943, Mr. Berle turned over to the F.B.I. hie notea of Charbere' 
confession, and his revelations about Ries! Communistic activities. 

As the War yeare rolled on, Hiss rose so high in the State Department 
ae to become an isportant factor at the International Conferences at Hailta 
and at Yalta, at london, at Sumbarten Oaks, and at Sretton Yoode, in 
drafting President Hooeetelt's messages, and in the organization of the 
United Nations. Hie high position temporarily balked any public dis- 
closure by the F.B.I. 


The Svora of Damocles Hanging over Hise’ Head 

Eles vas fully conscious that during three years [1936-1938], he 
hed tratorously forwarded to Russia (through Chambers) hundreds of the 
State Department's most secret and confidential documents. Chambers 
alone knew of Hies' shameful guilt. 

For the next ten years after Chambers left Comiunien (1938-19891, 
Hiss lived a life of seoret dread and terror ~- for *ferror haunte the 
guilty ming*. fhe F.5.3.'s repeated questioning of Hiss about his 
Communiam added further terror to hie daily end nightly fear of possible 
aisgoovery. 

Tn April, 1946, Secretary of State Byrnes calles Hiss inte hie office: 
told him that several Membere of Congress were about to aensunees him on 
the floor of the House as a Communiat; that this was a very serious 
matter, which had sprung from the F.B.I., whe had obtained the information, 
ang that Hise ought to go directly to the F.B.I. and invite e full inguiry 
and investigation — but Eles did mot do so, 

With the possibility that the Republicane might win the 1956 gon- 
gres¢ional Elections {se they did), and possibly the Presidency in 1944, 
Hise saw that it wee to bis interest to get out of his highly controversial , 
political office, where a change in National Aéwiniatretion might lead te 
his exposura, and to seek some non-political office, where no one would 
have any incentive to continue the F.8.1.‘s relentless investigation of 
hie prior governmental life. 

Election of Hies ae President of the Carnegie Endownent 
[December 10, 1986 

Just at thet time [April, 1956), the Carnegie Sndowsent waa seeking 
a new, full-tine President, at a aalary of 826,000 to 225,000 a yeer, to 
take the place of Dr. Yicholas Murray Butler, whe had duet resigned. 
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Upon the strong recommendation of Mr. Acheron and Nr. John Foster Dulles, 
the Carnegie Endowment elected Hr. Hiss as its President. 

He 414 not tell the Carnegie Endowment that he had ever been 
suspected or questioned about being a Communist. He thought that as 
President of such a non-controversial and highly reputable organization 
devoted to Internetional Peace (with a *20,000 a year eslary and an 
apparently lifetime job} be would be far removed from partisan politiecel 
attacks that wight disclose his former betrayal and traitorous acte. 

tmaediately after his election as President of Carnegie Endowment, 
the unexpected happened. 

Carnegie Endowment received various reporte that Hiss was, or bad 
been, a Communist [1986-1947]. The F.B.I. questioned hie further 
fvey, 19847]. Then the Federal Grand Jury questioned him [february, 1948]. 
He denied a11 Comeuniatic affiliations. Ne publicity followed. 

Qn the surface, everything wae still serene. 


The eee i. ia on Un-American Activities 
August 3-September 9, 29 Es] 


This Comeittes Learned that nine years before [1979], Whitteker 
Shambers told Mr. Berle about Hiae4 Communist operations within the 
State Department. It determined te find out if any official action 
had been taken regarding that inforeation. 

Without warning, the Committes subpoenaed Whittaker Chambers to 
appear before it the next morning [August 3, 1994]. Chambers told of 
hia own former Communist connection; that Alger Vises, among others, 
belonged to a szall Communiet "underground" group, whose object was a 
Communist infiltration of the American Government: that in 1938 he 
{Chambers ] had broken away from Gommunien, tried to perguade Mise he de 
likewise, and in 1939 had warned Assistant Seoretary of Steate Berle of 
the Bies Communist activities in the State Department. 
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Hise rushed before the Committee to testify the following day 
fAuguet 5, 1988): 
Hise then denied having sean, or having ever heard of, Chaubers; 
denied Chauhers' atatements as “complete febriseatione*®: eaphasized his 
own high level of educetion, positions, and close friends in high 
public life; minimized his acquaintance with the Communiatio group 
{named by Chambers] as mere acaidental and casual acquaintances: admitted 
thet he bed been investigated by the F.P.. ae far back as 1935-1940, 
1943, 1946, 1957, and 1988; and head been searchingly questioned on the 
subject of Kr. Dulles in 1966 and again in 1944. 
This valeed a direct issue of veracity between Hies and Chambers, 
as to whether they hed ever known each other. During the next 35 days, 
the Committee examined a large number of witneesea, whose textinony 
{severing nearly £00 closely printed pepes) say be tbus briefly summarized: 
First: Chambers gave a biunt, straight-forward, positive, and 
unqualified statement of facte, supported by mul titudinous private detalis =- 
which no one could have known about another person, unleae they had been 
very closely associated — showing his, and his family's, three yeare of 
olose intimacy with Eiss, and with Hise! family [1935-1584] —none of 
which facts or detaile have ever been shown to be untrue or even tnacourate. 
Second: After days of denial, Hise finally admitted on Auguet 17, 
1948, thet for a few monthe in 1935 he had a slight scquaintenceshio with 
Chambers (under the alleged neme of "George Crosley”). Be then geve a 
purported specific, chronological asocount of hie contact with *Crosley* 
during five months [ray-Septesber, 1939]; and said (1) that he never saw 
*“Srosley" more then 3 or 10 times; and (2) that he never aay or thought 
of hin after 1935. 


Meanwhile, the Committee made an intense investigetion regarding the 
stories of beth Chachere and Hiss; and could never find anything to 
sentradiet Chanbers. 

Third: Suddenly, beginning on August 24, ang continuing for 7 
separcte days, the Committee introduced 17 new, impartial, and outside 
witnesses, whose teatimeny, supported by all kinds of public end private 
contemporaneous written recorde, tore to pieces preectically every statement 


Hise hed made. The Committee cynically observed: 


"The verlfiable portions of Chambers! testinony have stood up 
atrongly; the verifiable vertions of Hites? testimony havea been badly 


shaken and ere primarily refuted by the testimony of Ries versus “ier. 


I bave not the time to List all of Hiss! untruthful etatesente. 
There were plenty of them. Sone of Chambere' statements have ever been 


impeached, except by Mr. and Nre. Hiss. 


Riset 5,006 Libel Suit agsinet Chamberse 


On Auguet 17, 1948 ~ a week before Higs' statesents were discredited — 
Hise threatened Chambers with a libel suit, if (outside the privileged 
protection of testizony before a Congressional Committes} Chambers would 
publicly state that Hies wae a Gommuniet. Chambers accepted the challenge: 
and, in a rvadic broadeszet, said: 


“Mr. Flee was a Communist, and may still be*. 


Hise delays filing a libel suit. Then TRE WASHINGTON POST a 
previeusly favorable to Fisa -- took him to task for not filing it. 
This forced Hise, on September 27, 1948, to sue Chambere in the Federal 
Court at Baltimore for $75,000 libel. 

That threw the Chanhere-Hiss veracity sontroverey inte the arena of 
the Federal Courts. 


On November 17, 1944, Fiss made hie second, and greatest, nlieteake, 
when he tock Chambers! deposition in advance of trial. Under judicial 
sompuleion, Chambers produced 47 papers; $ were in Eiss’ own handwriting; 
ho were typewritten copies of the most secret and confidential State 
Department documents; am) those ko sopies were later shown to have been 
written by Mrs. Hiss, on her own private “codatock typewriter. 

The Committee heard of these documents, and subpoenaed Chambers to 
produce any other papers he had. Be produced five rolle of miorofilna 
containing vhotoetatic copies of stores of confidential and segret Gocu- 
nents which had been abetracted from the State Department and the Bureau 
of Standards. In order to defeat any Communistic effort to get held of 
those microfilme, Chambers kept them in a pumpkin overnight, whan they 
were delivered to the Congressional Committee and then te the Department 
of Justice for further action. 

ur. and Hra, Chambers ant Mr. and “res. Fiss were summoned to testify 


before the Federal Grand Jury in New York. 


Pederal Grend Jur 


Indictment or Alger Hiss, December 15, 1958 


Shasbers told the Grand Jury thet during the three years 1936-1938, 
Eiss had given him hundreds of highly secret and confidential State Depart- 
gent documents, for fervarding to the Soviet dovernment; and that, in the 
spring of 1936, Bisa had given hic the Baltimore dowumente for the same 
purpose. | 

On the ether hand, ise told the Grand Jury that he had never, at 
any tine, given any documents to Chambers; and had never seen Chambers 
sinos January 1, 1937. 

The Grand Jury believed Chambers; and immediately indicted Hiss for 
perjury. 


These are the simple questions: 


1. MA Biss lie when he said he did not paes over to Chambers any 
State Department documents, or copies of State Department documente, in 
or around February and Harch, 19387 

g. id Hiss further lie when he said he never saw Chauhers after 
Janusry 1, 19377 


Hies' first trial (Say Fi-July S, 1989) ended in a hung jury, whieh 
voted eight to four for conviction. 

His second trisl {November 1949-January 22, 1950) ended in an 
unanigous verdiat thet he wae guilty of perjury on beth gounte: and he 
was sentenced to five years' imprisonment on each of the two charges of 


perjury. 


The Hiss trials involved three questions: 

Firet: As introductory to the two vital questions: Were Hiss and 
Chambers (and their families) very close friends and associated Comuuniste, 
as Chanbers claimed? Or, were they barely acquainted as Nias ineisted? 

If close friends and sesociated Communists, they might naturally bave 
Joined in deep and dengeroue treason. Sut, if bare acquaintances, they 
would not be very likely to have done so. 

Second: Did Hlae ever see Chambers after January 1, 19377 


Third: Pid Hiss (or Mra. Hies) pass ever to Chasbers seerst State 
Department documents, or copies of them? 


FIRST: Whon Chambera testified on August 3, 7, 1948, he told the 
Committee hie atory simply. Every one of hie facte bhas been corroborated. 
for example, he ssid he knew the Hieses “socially: and Yra, Ries 


testified before the Grand Jury thet Mr. Fios was a "social" acquaintance: 


A 


that he lived in Nr. Hiea' 28th Street Apartment for a good many weeks, 
and Mr. Hiss admitted it; that at times he and his family stayed in Hiag‘ 
zpr Street House, which the Fieses admitted; that Hiss had a Ford, which 
he wanted to give to sone poor Communist. The Government recorde showed 
thet more than a year after Rise claimed he had given the Ford to Chambers, 
Hise, under hia own signature, bad transferred the Ford te one Rosen at a 
Fictitious addres — which Chambers would never have known if he had not 
gotten those facte directly from Rise in the firet place; thet he went 
with Pisa to look at a farm near Westminster, Harylend, which Fisa wanted 
te buy, bet Hise threw over the forfeit money, and Chambers ultimately 
bought the farm for himself; thet there wes a Colonel Lamb, which Siss 
corroborated as a man of that name when he (Hims) wees on the Nye Committee; 
that the Eleses had an aging end ailing maid", whose neme he could not 
remember, and Mre, Hise desoribed her as "riling ~ ailing maid": thet 

one of the Bias! friends wae a woman named "Pium Fountain”, and it 
developed thet she was Fre. "lse' friend, whe went to Bryn Wawr, as had 
Fre. Fine. 

How would Chambers have known thet unusual neme “Plum Fountain” sg 
one of the Mies friends, unless he had met her (as he seid he did} in the 
social life of the Hisees? 

Chambere testified that he had received a number of furniture gifta 
from the Hisses, which he hee on hie farm todey, where Kise' lawyer KelLean 
saw them: that, as a young man, he worked on the Vaghington Railway, and 
Bias seid thet Chambern had told him so: thet there was s secret Communist 
organization called The American Feature writers Association” te send 
Wax Lieber te Japan, and the County Clerk's Offier produced a certified 


copy of the unusual name “American Feature Writers Association’: that a 
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feliow named Görgen had charge of the Rye Committee papers, and Green 

soid zo, and Ries admitted thet there was a man in the State Department 
named Green who had charge of the Nye Committee paperer thet on August 10, 
1937, the Chambers and the Hieses took a trip to Peterboro, New Yempshire, 
and there saw a summer stock company play “She Stoops to Conquer*® -— and 
on looking up the NEW YORK TIMES of that same date 13 yeers ago, that 
place and that name of the play was found, and at thet tine Rise wee on 
Bia annual leave; that they had made a trip to Long Eady", and a 12 yeer 
age advertisement in the NEW YORK TIMES revesled that unusual neme "Long 
Eddy" —aleost ae remarkable as “Plum Fountain’ . 

Thet on Tueeday, November 23, 1937, Chambers bought a new Ford auto- 
mobile, by trading in en old car and paying ¢467.25 oash, which ke aaid 
Hise drew out fros bank and turned over te him. The Government vroved 
from the records of the Rigga Nationel Bank in Veshington that on Friday, 
November 19, 1937, Mre. Hise drew out $400 in cash from their joint (7) 
sevings account, and then could never explisin what she 414 with the money. 

Fine testified that he never told Chesbers about drawing out the 
Shoo fron the Pigre National Sank. How, then, could Chembers have possibly 
known that the $406 loaned to him hed been drawn out of Nre. Hise! savings 
account, unless Nies or Ure. Hise hed told bin a0? 

This is a further evidence thet Fise had seen Chenbers after January 1, 
1937, and that their intimacy was close enough in 1ste 1937 for Vigs to be 
willing to lend Chawbere ®400 without security. 

Chambers described in great detail all the different houses the 
Fisses had lived in; how their furniture wae disposed in the rooms: the 
olors and the outside sppesraneces of the houses. 

Bre. Chambers told bow Bre. Hise was constantly talking about 
Chemistry and nursing at the Kerey Hospital. Long afterwarde, the 


ie 


Government discovered a letter fra. Hiss hed written 13 years ago to 
the University of Maryland, asking to be allowed te take a courre in 
Chemistry, ae a prerequisite for her admiasion to a nursing course in 
the Mercy Hospital! 


I cite these trifling things to show that Chambers could never hove 
known them, twelve or fourteen years ago, unlesa he ted been on the 
closest terms of intimacy with the Hisa family. 

Bre. Messing (the divorced wife of the scaps Cammuniet Gerhart 
Eleler) Sold of her competition with Hise in their Communist activities. 

Edith Hurray (the CHambers* colored maid} testified about Ers. Hise! 
visit with her child at the Chambers house in Baltimore. 

Although Hise first told the Congressional Committee that the nase 
“Whittaker Chanbere* meant nothing to Aim: yet, in point of fact, Hiss 
wes very familiar with the name of Yhittaker Chambers, because in 1987 
the F.B.I. asked about bie acquaintanceship with Yhitteker Chanbere, and 
in March, 1948, the Grand Jury discussed the neme with hin. 

Eies attempted to explain his belated recognition of Chashers by 
saying that in the fall of 193% be casually set a free lanes reporter 
named *George Crosley"; six monthe later rented his vaceted furnished 
aparteent on 2éth Street te “Crosley” for the summer of 1935, and threw 
in an old 1929 Ford Aosdater for good measure, because he had a new 
Plymouth and did not need two care at the sane time; thet “Crosley* 
occupied the apartment through the summer of 1935, and borrowed money 
from him, but never paid the rent or repsid the loan; and that in the fail 
of 1935 Biss terminated hie acquaintence with *Crosley* beoruge he was a 
"dead beat” and a “four flusher*: but as "part payment on the rent Cresley* 
gave hie 4 rug, of which Siss said: 

TI have still got the damned thine". 


The Governvent proved by innunerable witnesses that there never wae 
a "Seorge Grosley*; that the lessee on Fise" 28th Street Aparteent aid not 
run through the sumer, bot ended tn a few weeks, to-wit: June 26, 1935, 
when the water, light and beset were turned off ani the ansrtaamt rented 
to somebody else; that he did not have two care, but only one; ond that 
Ghasbere never gave Niss any rug in 1935 ea pert payment for rent. 

Chasbers used Eisa’ home ae a kind of Comeuniet headquartera: etayed 
overnight for deye, and as long an a week at a tine: «ew Piss at leat 
ence a week, and got his meals there: knew sll the nicknames in the Eiss 
family: knew how Fies first set hia wife at a Socialist institution; 
told about the brown Cocker Spaniel as a pet, the Rise hobby se bird 
lovers, Fige’ sarly life, dragging a wagon for a long way to Till bottles 
with spring water to sell it; and mony other intimate family facts. 

These are but a few of the many incidenta which prove thet Fiss 
knew Chambers intimately; and that Hisa? story of only knowing Chambers 
for a few monthe ss “George Crosley* (whom no cone eise hae ever known, 


geen or heart of) wae wholly false. 


SECOND: Did Hies aver see Shambere after January 1, 19377 


The jury found that Hiss constantiy saw Sbewbers througheut the 
entire year 1937, through the first few montha of 1938, and again towards 
the end of 193%. It convicted his of perjury for lying to the Grand Jury 
when he told thes he had never ecen Chambers after January 1, 19737. 

To eave time, I will give you Just one incident which proves thet 
Riss knew Ohanbers after January 1, 1937: 

Gn Wednesday, December 23, 1936 (with money furnished by the Soviet 
Gevernnent), Chachere had Professor Schapire {of the Fine Arte Departuent 
of Columbia University) buy four Oriental rugs at the wholesale orice ef 
*876.71; and, on or after Tuesday, December 29, 1936, ship one to 
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Waehington to George Silverwan {who refused to say whether he was, 

er ever had been, a Communiet, and whe worked under Generel] Bonnett Weyers 
of the Yer Dopertment — now serving a penitentiary sentence for perjury 
and froud}, to be delivered te Alger Higes In order to grooth out the 
relations between Hiss and the Soviet Government. 

It would heve taken two or three deys for the rug te be delivered 
in Usshington. 

Eise had that rug in storage in Yeshington from September, 1937, to 
Desember, 1938, and paid storage on it each month by hie own check for 484. 
The Government could not fores Hiss te preduce ‘the damned thing", which 
he said Chaubers gave hie in September, 1935. If Eiles had produced it, 
the experts would have quickly told that it wae the very rug Chanbere 
bought in late Recesber, 1936, and sent to Vashington after December 29, 
1936, for delivery to Hiss. 

I refer ta the rug simply so an additional illustration of the 
intimate relationship beteeen Chambers anf Hise, l.e. Chambers’ gift to 
Riess of an Oriental rug, which was still in New York on December 29, 1936, 
to be went to Usaehington for delivery to Nise. It certainly could not 
have been delivered earlier than January 1, 1937: end so Hiss was bound 


te have seen Sharbers after January 1, 1937, when Chambers gave the rug 
to hie; and yet Hies swore to the Grand Jury thet he had never seen 
Chanbers efter January 1, 1937.

(2) Four small sheets about this size [INDICATING], dated, signed and 
written in the handwriting ef Alger Hise, and which he admitted 
writing, Gating and signing hie name; 


(2) 30 or No typewritten sheets which were copies of the sost secret 
ang confidential eablee ta the State Department, all dated in 
January-Harch, 1938; 


(3) Mierofilms of similar documente of the same dates. 


Although Chambers says Hies gave him the copies, and also the 
originale of other oables to be microfilmed, I de net eek you to believe 
a word Chambers has enid; but you have got to believe the immutable facts 
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thet Cheanbers produced 211 those papers te the Grand Jury, and te the 
Juvtes that tried Higa. 


Hes’ sànissiong: 


(a) Hise frankly admitted that he wrote, dated and signed the four small 
sheets which were summaries of tary confidential State Department documents. 


(b) the Government proved, and Eiss admitted, that the 30 or bO typewritten 
documents were precies and absolute typewritten copies of original recret 
acounents whieh the State teparteent received in January-Varch, 1934. 


{e} The Government proved, and Hise admitted, thet the elorofilas were 
pheotogrechs of similar original Stete Department documente received fron 
Europe in January~Marsch, 1938. 


The Government establiched those facts by bringing the original 
eables fown to the jury, and comparing therm with the Chambers docusents 
right before the jury. 

The Government next produced two typewritten letters, beth dated 
May 25, 1937. 

One wae written te the University of Maryland, requesting to be 
adeitted to s course of Ghemiatry as a condition precedent to taking a 
nureing course in the Herey Hoepital. It wae signed "Priscilla Hias". 

The other was written to the Eeatimeaster of s Boy's Sehool in Maryland, 
requesting that the writer's son be admitted to the Scheel, ani giving 
@laborate information about the bey's education, health, characteriatice, 
ote. Tt wae alee signed *Priscilis Eise”. 

Ere. Hiss testified that on Hay 25, 1937, she personally typed end 
signed beth letters on her own frivate Woodstock typewriter, whisk her 
father bad given te her about 70 years before. 
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the Government proved, and Kr. Bige admitted before the jury, that 


the 30 or 40 typewritten papers produces by tr. Chambers were not only 


copies of the gost scoret State Tepartment documents, but hed been typed 
out on fre. Eiss! own ¥oodetock typewriter. 


This established, and Fr. Hiss edmitted before the jury, that every 


typewritten paper which Chaxbersa produced was a precise copy of an 
original secret State Department document, received at the State Cepartnent 


in January-March, 1938: and that each oopy was not only an absolute 


but vee written on Mrs. Riss* Yoodateck typewriter.

Chambers produces not one, but 36 or 46, tyoewritten copies of the 
Sovernmentte moet sserat documents; says thet Nr.

The Vopdetook trre- 
writer wae in hie house. It had to be gotten rid ef in some way. Instead 
of teking it and dropping it in the ocean (which he war afraid to do lest 
someone might sen bim do it}, he tried to get rid of it by one explanation 


or another, and they all failed. Aa a inst resort, the Hieees, in some 
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way got the typewriter out of the houss and inte the honde of an old 
negro servant nemod Cetiett. 

Then they had te fix up some kind of atory for the Catlette to tell. 
This was the gtory that the Viesos fixed upt 

Hre. Hiss claimed that in the early part of 1937, she gave the type- 
writer to her negro meid, “re. Catlett, who had died long age. But the

Sies got up a new story: That sbe gave the tyrewriter to 
Bre. Catlett's two Little sone; that they found the typewriter wae too 
battered up to write on: took it to = Yoodetock repair ehop at the 
Northwest Corner of Connecticut & E Streets, had it revaired, and brought 
it back home and kept it in their negro house for many yeare until they

Additional notes
